I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  and  Housing  Conditions  for 

1945, 

The  general  health  of  the  District  v/as  most 
satisfactory.  There  was  a  mild  epidemic  of  Whooping  Cough,  but 
the  notification  of  cases  of  infectipus  disease  remained  moderate. 

The  population  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  as  4266,  a  decrease  of  46l  compared  with  the  estimate  for 
1954  and  760  less  than  1943 •  This  decrease  may  continue  as  war 
evacuees  return  to  their  original  residences,  and  a  s  housing 
facilities  irprove  in  Hull. 

The  B  irth~rate  of  13.13>  adjusted  for 
inward  anu  outva.rd  transfers,  shows  a  substantial  decrease  of  2.5 
per  lOGO  people  compared  with  last  year,  reflecting  the  reduction 
of  and  change  ir  age  groups  of  the  remaining  population. 

The  Death  rate  of  17.8  per  1000  people  is  ‘ 
again  greater  than  last  year’s  figure  of  16  and  14.6  in  1943. 

Infant  Mortality  (the  v/eather  guage  of 
social  conditions),  was  low  this  year,  one  infant  under  one  year 
dying,  givirgg  a  morhality  of  17,8  for  every  1000  live  babies*  born. 

Infectious  Diseases.  36  cases  of  infectious 
disease  were  notified.  I5  were  due  to  a  mild  epidemic  of  Whooping 
Cough.  Oi  the  21  other  cases  notified  this  year,  there  were  6 
cases  of  P’hmonary  Tuberculosis  of  whom  none  died  during  the  year. 
There  were  live  notifications  of  Measles,  none  of  Diphtheria,  but 
Ip  of  Whooping  Cough  which  now  ranks  greater  than  Diphtheria  as 
inf-cjotile  killer  No.l.

of  school  children  immunised  during  your  Council’s  pioneer  vvork  in 
this  field  of  Piu.lic  Health  Service  has  been  maintained.

These  remain  essentially  the  same  as 
during  thc'l'r ye^  The  Urban  District  of  882  acres  is  a  flat 

seaside  resorl.  ^rith  no  natural  aids  to  beauty  such  as  possessed  by 

Scarborough  and  other  North  East  Coast  resorts.  It  does,  however, 
possess  a  good  clean  sandy  beach,  invigorating  clean  air  and  a  low 
reinfall  -  a  childrens  holiday  paradise.  It  maintains  a  population 
of  about  5000  who  are  mainly  attracted  by  the  climatic  conditions 
of  the  seaside  and  very  many  work  in  the  neighbouring  town  of  Hull. 

The  normal  resident  population  contains  a  la  rge  number  of  older  and 

retired  people,  a  factor  ?;hich  effects  our  birth  and  death  rate  con¬ 

siderably :  lowering  the  first  and  raising  the  second  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  following  paragraphs.  The  chief  local  industries  are  joinery 
and  building  contractors,  a  bakery  and  a  gas-works, 

BIRTH  RATE.  The  number  of  live  births  registered  is  ^6^  I5  fewer  than 
last  year,  giving  a  rate  of  1^.13  after  adjustment  for  inward  and 
outward  transfers.  The  birth  rate  for  England  &  Wales  is  16.I,  a 
decrease  of  I.5  per  lOCO  over  1944,  T^e  birth  rate  in  the  smaller  toy/ns 
of  25OOO-5OOOO  population  has  fallen  to  19,2  an  even  greater  decrease 
of  1,75  per  1000  over  1944.

Since  February,  1916,  the  public  water  supply  has  been 
obtained  under  contract  from  the  Kingston-upon-Hull  Corporation. 
The  vyater  is  brought  through  pipes  to  a  to  a  tower  situated  about 
2-^  miles  outside  the  District  and  thence  distributed  by  gravity 
through  out  the  district.  The  supply  has  beon  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity*  The  tota]  amount  of  water  supplied  during 
the  year  v/as  49,189,000  gallons. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  are  39  earth  closets  which  have  not  been  converted 
to  the  water  carriage  system,  exclusive  of  about  180  connected’ 
with  the  various  camps  in  the  District.
